Milk, Cream and Butter Should Not! 

Be Exposed To Direct Sunlight | 

Dr. E. G. Hood, chief of the divi-| 
sion of dairy research of the federal 
department of agriculture, states that 
it is a well established scientific fact 
that direct sunlight has a detriment- 


| al effect on the flavor of practically 
| all dairy products and especially on 
| milk, cream and butter. 


This statement wag given by Dr. 
Hood when questioned regarding the 


| practice of housewives using window- 


sills ag refrigerators during the au- 


‘tumn season when. they have stopped 


taking ice. From the standpoint of 
keeping the products cool the win- 
dow-sill answers the purpose, but if 
the window is located where direct 
sunlight can reach it,,dairy products 
should’ never be kept there. 

Milk, cream’ and butter when ex- 
posed to dtrect sunlight quickly” de- 
velop abnormal flavors which are 
generally of a metallic or tallowy na- 
ture. This tallowy flavor is caused 
by the action of sunlignt on butter-' 
fat and has been known to develop. 
to a very noticeable degree after an 
exposure of an hour, or so. In the 
case of butter, the fat turns to a very 
light or white color and the. same 
change takes place in the fat in milk 
or cream, whether it is homogenized | 
or not. 

Dr. Hood states that if consumers 
find that milk or cream has become 
| tallowy in flavor after keeping it for 
twenty-four hours, they should not 
biame the dairy by whom they are) 
supplied, if these dairy products have | 
been kept in a window exposed to| 
the sun. This flavor can be pre-! 


| vented if milk andcream is protected 


from direct sunlight, by: wrapping the 


bottles in a piece of heavy brown, 


paper or by placing them in a wooden

Admiitetration Of School Lands | 


Problems With Which Department ‘| 
Interior Has To Contend 


During his recent western trip, 
the minister of the interior has con- 
ferred with the governments of the 
three prairid provinces relative to| 
the administration of school Jands| 
which the department handles as a) 
sort of trustee for the provinces of! 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, and Alber-. 
ta, the revenue derived being set} 
aside for educational purposes. 

One. of the vexatious problems with | 
which the department of the interior 
has had to contend has arisen from 
the failure or inability of some pur- | 
chasers to fulfil their contracts. In 
some of these cases a portion of the 
land is broken and sown, and when 
the purchaser relinquishes his pur- 
chase, or the department cancels the’ 
sale for default, this area becomes a 
potential weed menace, unless it is 
kept under cultivation. The depart- 
ment has ‘met this situation hereto- 
fore by issuing yearly cultivation 
permits. at fifty cents an acre. Inas- 
much as it is the duty of the Domin | 
ion government to collect for school | 
endowment. the maximum 
amount that can be obtained for the 
purpose for which the lands were set 
aside, it has been decided that in fu- 
ture where sales are cancelled the 
lands will be valuated immediately 
and advertised for sale. On the date 
mentioned in the advertisement, the 
agent of Dominion lands for the dis- 
trict will proceed to the nearest town 
and hold the sale.
